TNot yet,” replied the man with 
sideburns. “And what if it does? It 
can’t be done and even if it could it 
would cost too much money. The 
Overland people have been keeping 
dozens of riders at the Patee House 
in grand style for a month and that 
costs money. Been givin’ ’em bibles 
and having special saddles made. Just 
as though that would make it certain 
the mail would get through. The stage 
is plenty good enough for me. When 
it starts it gets there. And it starts 
on the dot.”

a jolt. Because it failed to start 
on time there were those who pre- 
dicted a speedy finish for the enter- 
prise. 

At 5 o’clock the wood burning loco- 
motive puffed into the shadow of the 
frame structure called the depot. There 
was no cheering throng to witness 
the unloading of the mail or the start 
of the Pony Express. It was 7 o’clock, 
the night of April 8, 1860, when the 
rider flashed out of town, crossed the 
Missouri River by steamboat, and 
dashed through the Kansas hills on 
the first lap of the 2,100 mile journey 








the writer described the start of the 
Pony Express. 

Richardson was pictured as a young 
fellow who came from nowhere, be- 
came the local idol of the day and then 
quietly disappeared. He was over- 
grown and freckle faced, red of hair 
and modest to the extent of bashful- 
ness.

Only once was the mail lost despite 
weather conditions, road agents, In- 
dians and other perils. Indians am- 
bushed a rider and stole his saddle 
bags. But even this mail is believed 
to have been delivered at a later date. 

The cowards who mow down their 
victims with machine gun fire from 
speeding motor cars are poor speci- 
mens of the human race indeed when 
compared to the men who supervised 
the transportation of the mail in the 
old West. Many of those men were 
killers, too, but there was usually 
provacation for definitely removing 
certain members of the community. 
Take the case of John A. Slade for 
instance. Mr. Slade was_ superin- 
tendent of the Julesburg division of 
the Pony Express and a killer when 
the occasion demanded. Mr. Slade 
was known far and wide, particularly 
among the bar tending fraternity. 

It was his pet joke (and there can 
be no doubt that he realized the per- 
sonal value of it) to toss a withered 
human ear on the bar and remark: 
“Gimme change fer that!” 

Mr. Slade carried that ear in his 
vest pocket as a constant reminder 
to gentlemen who were prone to be 
quick on the trigger, that he was no 
ordinary gunman himself. That gris- 
ly trophy once had adorned the head 
of Jules Reni, superintendent of the 
Julesburg division before Slade. 

Reni was incompetent. He was re- 
placed by the Overland company. 
Blaming Slade for the dismissal, Reni 
displayed his lack of breeding by 
shooting the new _ superintendent 
seriously but not fatally. Mr. Slade 
lived to go hunting for Mr. Reni, kill 
him and whack off an ear as a sou- 
venir. 

But Slade wasn’t the only man of 
steel along the Pony Express route. 
There was Wild Bill Hickok, Ben Hol- 
laday and plenty of others who knew 
how to handle men.

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But to return to the Pony Express 
itself. What brought about the de- 
velopment of this unusual project and 
why did it not continue indefinitely? 
Two questions simply answered. 

The reader must know that before 
1860 there were two companies op- 


was a big factor in fast riding and 
for the most part the riders were 
quite young and full of devilment. 

Two blocks away stood the recently 
completed Patee House, the finest hos- 
telry west of the Mississippi, and 
there the Pony Express riders lived in 
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erating freight wagon lines between 
the Missouri and Mississippi rivers 
on the east and the California gold 
fields on the west. The southern line 
was owned by John Butterfield and 
the northern route by the firm of 
Russell, Majors & Waddell. 

Goverment contracts, it seems, have 
always represented rich profits to 
those individuals and firms fortunate 
enough to obtain them. The Russell, 
Majors & Waddell organization as 
well as Butterfield wanted government 
mail contracts badly in order to make 
their respective freighting businesses 
pay the profit the investment required. 

The Central Overland California & 
Pike’s Peak Express Company (Rus- 
sell, Majors & Waddell) had a tremen- 
dous investment in its freight line. 
It is said that approximately $2,000,- 
000 had been poured into the venture 
and when one pauses to consider the 
fact that 45,000 oxen were employed 
in the wagon trains and that 6,000 
teamsters were on the payroll, it is 
not so difficult to see the primitive 
transportation line in the light of 
modern business. It was not paying 
the returns expected by the owners 
and their only solution to the problem 
was to obtain a contract for handling 
mail so that the government would 
bear a part of the operating ex- 
pense. 

William H. Russell is credited with 
the Pony Express idea although But- 
terfield also claimed the honor. It 
remained for Russell’s company, how- 
ever, to launch the enterprise. 

The Pony Express headquarters in 
St. Joseph. the eastern terminus of 
the mail line, was a low brick build- 
ing that stands today. There some 
of the best horsemen the world has 
ever known congregated to discuss the 
News dispatches they whisked across 
the plains and mountains to the news 

ty citizens of California. They 
were all small men because weight 














a style that awed the townsfolk. At 
this same hotel, which, incidentally, 
also stands today, Jesse James was to 
pose as a preacher in later years while 
he and his bandit gang terrorized the 
West. 

There has_ been little change 
through the years in the outward ap- 
pearance of either building although 
the interior of the express headquar- 
ters was long ago remodeled. The 
timbers that were once a part of horse 
stalls have been turned into gavels 
that have pounded for order in many 
national conventions of various organ- 
izations. 

The mail contract did not make the 
Pony Express a financial success. It 
showed a loss of $200,000 when, at 
the close of seventy-nine weeks, it 
passed out of existence. 

The telegraph finished the work of 
destruction that was begun by a fed-

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eral indictment. Russell became in- 
volved in a $3,000,000 bond theft that 
headed the Central Overland Califor- 
nia & Pike’s Peak Express Company 
toward ruin. There is no evidence that 
Russell was a thief. On the con- 
trary there are those who intimate 
that business enemies might have en- 
gineered a plot to pull Russell into 
the mess. 

It came about in this way. The gov- 
ernment was not always prompt in 
settling its accounts with the Pony 
Express and as that organization was 
invariably in need of money Russell 
undertook to juggle finances. In re- 
turn for money owed the Pony Ex- 
press by the government he managed 
a trade with a federal department 
head. Russell received a quantity of 
government bonds. These bonds proved 
to be stolen and the fact that they 
turned up in Russell’s possession 
caused him to be indicted. The bonds 
were returned but the company was 
so weakened financially by the act 
that its future was certain. 

As Civil War clouds grew darker 
the government moved to preserve the 
western transportation lines for the 
union and ordered the equipment of 
Butterfield moved from the southern 
route to that of the Central Overland 
company. Then came the Atlantic- 
Pacific telegraph connection and the 
sun of the Pony Express set. It has 
hung on mainly because Californians 
were news hungry and the new com- 
munication system far outstripped the 
pony service. The first telegram tra- 
versed the wires on Oct. 24, 1861, and 
a few days later the Pony Express 
was history.

Contract Air Mail routes and Foreign Air 
Mail routes, or from the .

As the air mail business devel- 
oped the government let contracts to certain 
firms to fly the mail between certain points. 


Is the Flag cancellation still in use? 


Think there is no doubt of it. Have seen 
them from a number of places during 1932. 


Why collect watermarks, the different kinds 
of paper, and so on? 


Don’t do it if you don’t want to. There 
are lots of collectors who do not. Many col- 
lectors do not. Our early Bureau water- 
marks are so faint they are more of an ag- 
gravation than anything else. In fact, I 
suggested many years ago that the Bureau 
print stamps for collectors, each with a tab 
showing the watermark, and sell them at an 
extra price! 

However, the watermarks on some stamps 
are so very clear and strong that the dif- 
ferent types give a different appearance to 
the stamps, so it is almost necessary to col- 
lect them. Again, take our stamps on bluish 
paper. You see in a trice that they are dif- 
ferent, and so should be collected. Once in 
it, it is dificult from going the whole way. 

About the Rotary-Flat Plate differences. A 
good friend writes that there is an_ easier 
way than using the scale. Soak and dry the 
stamps perfectly flat, then turn them over 
and on the backs of the Flat Plate made 
stamps you will always find little flecks of 
printing ink, which is not the case with the 
Rotaries. Then, to be certain, line up the 
printed edges on one side and see if equal 
on the other; then tops the same way, and 
finally check by the millimeter scale. 


How do you go about it to send a cover? 
= name, address and stamp on it, or 
how 


If it is a cover for a cachet, yes, and then 


send it to the person or organization listed | 


as agreeing to see that the cachet is put on. 

If it is to be a first day cover, put on 
name and address but no stamp. Then mail 
it to the postmaster of the town you select 
(if the stamp appears at more than one) 
with a money order for the necessary post- 
age and a request that he mail it out on the 
first day of issue and bearing the new stamp. 

In either case, if you are ordering but one 
cover, it is cheaper and less bother to buy 
one from a dealer, unless you are especially 
anxious to have it addressed personally to 
you.

And an 
old 1c 1902 Chattanooga, Tenn., St. 
Elmo Sta. in blue ink. Often see this 
in black ink but seldom in blue. The 
catalog says the blue ink is worth 
twice the black or 80c catalog value. 


Thos. Bozek of Chicopee, Mass., sub- 
mitted a lot of general and Bi-Cen- 
tennial precancels. In the general was 
a 1%c and 3c Stuart from Bradenton, 
Fla. in a hand electro type. A 2c, 6c 
and 10c New Britain Conn. Bi-Centen- 
nials in a handstamp similar to U-53.

Britain has used on Bi-Centennials. 
The large type in three lines between 
double lines seems to be the most 
common. While the above mentioned 
handstamp type and the tiny U-15 are 
searcest.

Linn’s Stamp News for January 
28th carried an _ article’ entitled 
“Authorized Counterfeit of Merry 


Widow Special Delivery.” 

The “proof print” on white paper, 
imperforate, in robins egg blue color, 
as described in the article and as 
shown by Mr. Flerlage at the Colum- 
bus Philatelic Club, is not a counter- 
feit. It was made in Paris by Whit- 
ney Warren, as Mr. Ralph stated in 
his letter to Mr. Flerlage, and it may 
be that there are only about ten copies 
in existence, of this I am not sure. 
I know that W. L. L. Peltz, of Albany, 
has one, and that I have five copies, 
all varying slightly as to color and 
paper. On one of mine there are some 
marginal notes in yellow pencil made 
either by Mr. Ralph or someone at the 
Bureau. 

Whitney Warren was a personal 
friend of Postmaster General Meyer, 
and made several drawings for this 
stamp. The first design was quite 
simple in detail and the Director, Mr. 
Ralph, caused die No. 425 to be en- 
graved for experimental use, which 
demonstrated its unfitness. I have a 
photo and die proof of this first de- 
sign. 

The second design was more like 
the final, and read “V. S. Postage”, 
the “V” being the architectural “U”. 
(Of this I also have copies.) This 
was in turn rejected, and Mr. Warren 
tried again and from his third drawing 
had a wood cut made in Paris, as 
stated above, the cut and the impres- 
sions made therefrom were forwarded 
to Washington and turned over to 
the Director of Engraving and Print-

| The final die from which the plates 
were made and the stamps printed 
differed from the Paris wood cut in 
the background, lettering and numer- 
als. It reads, for instance, “10c” while 
the wood cut reads “10 cts.’”’ There 
are many other differences that can be 
readily seen. 

This wood cut, therefore, is not an 
“Authorized Counterfeit” at all, but 
an essay made during the study of the 
design. This is presented simply as 
a matter of correction and record. 


Unique Early U. S. Cover 


One of our subscribers, Mr. Her- 
bert L. Hayes, of Chicago, has an in- 
teresting cover addressed to his 
father at Shirley, Kansas, in 1871 
from Boston. It was franked with a 
2c red-brown Jackson and was 
stamped HELD FOR POSTAGE. But 
a 1c blue was put on it and the letter 
duly forwarded, with a sticker on the 
back reading as follows: 


“This letter was held for want 
of postage, but was saved from 
the dead letter office by a stamp 
furnished by I. L. Cragin & Co., 
Philadelphia, Pa., manufacturers 
of the world-renowned ‘Dobbins 
Electric Soap’. They will be 
amply repaid for their trouble 
and expense, if you will test the 
merits of their Soap. One trial 
will show its economy. PLEASE 
— YOUR DEALER GET 


Surely clever and inexpensive ad- 
vertising, and we presume that in a 
great many cases the addressee was 
grateful enough to call for the soap. 


First Day Covers In Italy 


Italian stamp collectors also collect 
covers when an event of importance 
comes along. Littoria, a new city, was 
inaugurated in December, First day 
covers from this new city were 
eagerly sought for by collectors of 
Italy. Littoria is midway between 
Rome and Naples and was built in 
the middle of the former Pontine 
marshes which have been filled in and 
reclaimed by the Fascist government 
{and are devoted to agriculture.

During the past few years the cach- 
et racketeer has risen to prominence. 
Using Barnum’s old slogan, they are 
“cashing in” here and there all over 
the country. Almost all of the phila- 
telic magazines have frankly ex- 
pressed their opinions regarding them 
and their cachets, but still they carry 
on, issuing mostly unwarranted items 
in which only the younger or inex- 
perienced cover collector would be re- 
motely interested—and he not for 
long. Still, due to aerophilately prac- 
tically being a virgin field in our hob- 
by, they find many with whom to con- 
tinue their nefarious dealings. 

Detroit, of course, is not to be out- 
done in this line of endeavor. Read- 
ers will occasionally see items in 
philatelic publications announcing 
some new cachet racket, ending in a 
Detroit address. Our greatest of- 
fender being a gentleman residing on 
John R Street, who has been charging 
for cachets that are not sponsored by 
any reliable organization but are of a 
purely private nature. We, of the De- 
troit Air Mail Society, offer our apol- 
ogies for this blot on our fair city, 
being utterly unable as yet, to remove 
it 


it. 

The Detroit Air Mail Society will 
continue to handle all air mail cach- 
ets of a reliable character for events 
happening in or near Detroit, as we 
have in the past.

BROADWAY 
CHATTER 


By BI STANDER 








A splendid article by R. A. Barry 
in the New York Herald Tribune on 
France from the Ceres type of 1849 
to the Napoleon issue of 1863. In the 
issue of January 28th.

The line forms on the left at the 
postoffices and some clerks not at 
stamp windows but connected with 
the Post Offices go through the stock 
before it reaches the stamp wicket 
and if one knows the ropes can pur- 
chase directly from these people but 
ABOVE FACE. 


Foreign dealers are coming here to 
try to get some business on account 
of the big break in exchange. British 
dealers are advertising extensively. 
What should our dealers say after the 
extensive BUY BRITISH campaign 
of some time ago when it comes to 
the purchasing of their wares now. 


Enormous quantities of the $2 and 
$5 values U. S. with punched initials 
are being sold now. This we do not 
think is a good thing as when collec- 
tions are shown for sale_ these 
punched stamps detract from the 
value. To our mind a blank space is 
better than the punched trash. 


A man came into a dealer’s place 
all excited. He claimed to have a 
U. S. stamp issued in 1732. On his 
second trip it was found that the 
stamp’s number was 319 in the cata- 
log and 1732 only the date of Wash- 
ington’s birth.
